here and now to put an end to gov- 
ernment by the cynical theory of 
'who sets what, when and why.'" 


Declaring that men and women 


on WPA had been "shaken down 
for political contributions to the 
new deal," Dewey asserted amid 
cries of "You tell 'em Tom" that 
Mr. Roosevelt himself had coun- 
tenanced a plan by which he said 
those who wished to help finance 
the fourth term campaign would 
be invited to participate "in the 
formulation of administration pol- 
icies' for one thousand dollars on 
the 
barrelhead."
